3. A few months after the American was captured, the VC 
authorities in Quang Da Special Zone (QDSZ) decided to send him 

to North Vietnam (NVN) so that he could be repatriated to the U.S. 
to do propaganda work for the National Front for the Liberation 
of South Vietnam (NFLSV). This decision was made because the 
American had displayed a sympathetic and cooperative attitude 
toward the cause of the NFLSV. However, the prisoner insisted 
that he be allowed to remain in QDSZ in order to do something 
worthwhile to help the NFLSV. The VC authorities agreed to let 
the American remain in QDSZ, and as a result he was employed as 
a translator in the Military Proselyting Section. Ilis assignment 
was to translate documents and leaflets intended for distribution 
among U.S. forces from Vietnamese into good colloquial English. 
(Field Comment: VC QDSZ includes/ Danang City and Government of 

Vietnam /GVN/ Quang Nam Province,' less Que Son District and the 
southern portion of Due Due District.) 

4. During the time the POW worked for the Military Proselyting 
Section in QDSZ, he was given a certain amount of freedom and 

was provided armed^ escorts for his protection. He was allowed 
to travel with a_rmed escorts from, the coastal delta area to^the 
Que Son mountains. "The prisoner did not appear to be armed ;^nd_ '. 
was not allowed to go on military operations with the VC forces. 


5. The American POW worked for the .Military Proselyting 
Section until late I967jwhen he was sent to NVN. It was intended 
that he be repatriated to the U.S. as soon as possible after his 
arrival in NVN, but none of the VC cadres in QDSZ knew whether this 
had actually been accomplished.
